¢ H1S is to inform you of an Ad- 
‘ vantage which the Arms of the 
‘ grand Czar of Mufcovy our Ma- 
ther, have obtainfd over the Ene- 
‘my in Eftonia. 
‘ Admiral Apraxin having Intelligence, that not 
‘ far from Wefenburg were pofted two of the Euc- 
‘ my’s Regiments, one of Foot the other of Horfe, 
, fent againtt them two Regimeats, one of Foot th: 
‘other of Dragoons: Who atrack’d the Enemy 
‘with fo great Valour, that they cut in Pieces or 
‘ cook Prifoners all the faid Regiment of Foot ; and 
‘ likewife few of the Enemy’s Horfe could fave 
‘ themfelves by Flight. I fubjoyn the Lift of the 
Lofs on both Sides. 
‘ Of the Enemy were counted flain on the Field 
“ 941. Of their Foot were taken Prifoners Lieutenant 
‘ Collonel Slippenbach, 4 Captains, 5 Lieutenants, 3 
‘ Enfigns, 8 Subalcern Officers. Corporals and pri- 
‘ vate Soldiers 203. In all 223. Of their Horfe 
‘were tsken Prifoners 2 Captains, « Cornet, and 
‘21 Men. The Number of their Wounded 1s not 
‘yetknown, Our Men likewife touk 525 Fulils, 
‘ 483 Bayonets, and 24 Halbards. 
* On our Side were kid in this Action a Captain- 
* Liewtenant, and 15 Dragoons and Mufqueticers : 
wounded, Major, 2 Captains, 1 Lieutenant, and 
‘ 49 Dragoons and Mufquetreers. 
‘ Befides this, our Rear-Admiral the Count de 
‘ Bozzis, being order’d from Petersbourg with 12 
* large Brigantines to the Coaft of Carelia in the 
‘ Lake of Lagoda, ravag’d all that Coaft, and burner 
* above 500 Villages : Which done, he return’d to 
* Petersburg the 14th of Auguft with a great Boory. 


‘ Befides the preceeding Letter on tlre Part of the 

Mufcovites ; the laft Mail brought over two prin- 
ted Relations (one on the Part of the Swedes, the 
other on the Part of the Mufcovites,) of an Action 
between the Swedes and Mufcovites, at Malacicze 
(or Malefice) in Lithuania. 

The Relation on the Part of the Swedes ; is as 
follows. 
Mufcovites having Intelligence of the 

‘ Approach of the Swedes, intrench’d them- 
“felves more ftrongly in their Camp at Dobra within 
“a Mile of Malefice. On the oth of September 
“ they fent out 3000 Dragooss, to fall upon Major- 
* General Rofen, who with the Regiment of Horfe 
* of Eaftrogothia and 2 Regiments of Foot was ad- 
* vanc'd within 2 Miles of them: But the {aid Ma- 
‘ jor-General having Notice by a Deferter of the 
‘March of the Enemy, put bimfelf into a Poftare 
“togive them a good Reception, When the Vac- 
‘guard of the Mufcovites was come pretty near, 
“their commanding Officer call’d out to our moft 
“ advanc'd Sentinel, that he was come with Swedith 
‘ Troops to reinforce us ; but the Sentinel knowing 
* better,fic'd his Piece,whereupon the Mufcovites im- 
‘ mediately retir’d, and were follow’d by our Horfe a 
‘Mile. The Major-General being ~in the mean 
“time reinforc’d by more Men, advanc’d with the 
Regiment of Horfe of Baftrogothia led by Colloncl 
‘Rozenftiern, and the Regiments of Foot of Wer- 
‘meland, Smaland, Weftrogothia, and Weftro- 
‘ Bothia, within balf a League of the Enemy’s 
Army, and took Poft there. Soon after appear’d 
9000 Mufcoviie Boot, and 4000 Dragoons, all 
Cholen Mea, under the Generals Galiczin, Pflug, 
and Beem ; the reft of the Enemy’s Forces remain- 
ing on the other Side of the River. Upon this we 
_ Fetit'd a Jictle,ro poft our felves the beccerat fome 
; Diftance from tbe little River ; and Collonel Buch- 
, Wald bad hardly drawn his Men into Order, when 

the Mufcovites attack’d him; bur he defended 
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“3 Troops of them inio the uimott Diforder.

“thians: But the {aid Colfonel, as alfo Collonel 
* Speiling and feveral other Officers being wounded, 
‘and the Maufcoviies being continually rein- 
* fore’d by freth Men, we were fo hard prefs'd on

‘Foot were oblig’d to move up thither. In 
‘the mean time Collonel Rozenttiern with the 
* Kaftrogothian Horle would bave attack’d the Ene- 
“my in the Plank; buc he was thot dead; and 
* theic Dragouns whem a thick Mift had conceal’d 
‘ from us, teil apon our Horte in the Rear, and puc 
The 
* Lieutenant Collonel, fecing no other Way lefc, 
* fac’d abour wiih the other 5 Troops, and charg- 
ing the Mufzovice Gragoons Sword in Hand, broke 
“them and put them to Flighe Atthat Inftant ar. 
‘riv’d Counc Torittecfon with the Regimenc cf 
‘ Horfe cf Nieawland, and joyn'd in the Purtuit of 
‘the faid Dragoons, who into a Morals 
gu‘tted their Horles: Yeo many cf tbofe Dra- 
‘ goons were killd, ard 350 cf their Horfes taken, 
‘ Inthe meantime cur ¥coc bad the good Foriune 
co cblige the cf the Mulcoviies co retire to 
‘ which Collonel Hiceim, who came in feafonably 
* from the Army with hs Regiuent, and made bis 
Dragoons alight to purlve the Enemy into & Mo- 
‘ rafs, contribuied much. Tke Main of the Ene- 
‘ my’s Forces, wko lay but on the other Gde of the 
* River, durft noc ¢ me over to help their Detach- 
‘meus, becaufe th:y faw new Adiitance continually 
‘comp g into xs from the King: For sotwithftand- 
“ing the Swedifi Army is, for its more commodious 
‘ Subfiftance, divided in:o feveral Bodies ; yet the 
* Troops are fo difpos’d, that if Need be they can 
‘ foon come in to each oihirs Adiftance ; as they 
Of the Mufcovites, above 
‘ goo Mea weie kill’d on the Spor, without reckon- 
‘ ing the wounded. Of the Swedes 261 Men were 
kil’d, and 750 wounded. The King 100 
‘ Rixdollars to be given to each of thofe Soldiers 
‘ who following the Mu/fcoviies into the Morafs 
* bronght off a Colours. After this A@tion the Muf- 
covites retir’d frcin Debsa, and the King of Swe- 
‘ den continued his Maich. The 18.h we had ano- 
‘ther AGion: Abour Muflcovires, Celfack-, 
* and Calmucks, feil thas Day ca che Baggage of 
‘our Lefe Wing; buc were repuls’d by the Regi- 
“mens of Albed)! and Hiclin with the Lofs of 5 
‘or 600 Meo, notwihtlanding Gencral Baur was 
‘in Motion to fepportthem, The 20th we had {e- 
veral Skirmifhes, in which we bad 15 Men kili'd 
and 30 wounded. The chicf Swedilh Officers 
kild, are the Adjutasts General Thare-hars 
ard Rofesftiern, aud «Lind; adajor Haithr 
is wounded.
